Pattison,  and  shows  the  work  undertaken  and  efficiently  carried 
out  by  his  department  during  the  year.

thanks  for  the  help  given  me  by  the  Clerk  and  his  staff  and  the 
continued  kindness  and  helpfulness  of  the  members  of  the  Council.

POPULATION. 

The  population  figure  of  5,fX)0  is  given  for  the  j’ear  1962  by  the 
Registrar  General  and  called  by  him  the  “Home  Population.” 
On  this  figure  the  birth  and  death  rates  and  the  incidence  of 
notifiable  diseases  are  based. 

The  population  figure  for  1961  was  .5,810, 


ClIlliF  OCCUPATIONS  OF  THE  INHABITANTS. 

Cocke rmouth  is  an  old  market  town  (its  Royal  Charter  having 
been  granted  in  the  year  1221).  For  many  years  Saw-Mills,  Build- 
ing Contractors,  a Brewery  and  the  Railway  have  employed  a con- 
siderable number  of  persons  (mainly  male)  and  since  1939  five  new 
works  of  employment  were  commenced ; one  of  these,  a 
Blood  Manure  factory  has  ceased ; the  other  four 
are  made  up  of  a Shoe  and  Slipper  factoiy,  a Clothing  factory,  a 
light  Engineering  works  and  a Precast  Concrete  works,  employing 
altogether  over  1,100  persons  including  a large  number  of  female 
labour,  particularly  at  the  two  first-named  which  also  have  workers 
from  outside  the  Urban  area.  There  are  as  well,  of  course,  those 
individuals  absorbed  by  the  usual  businesses  and  trades  of  a small 
counti’y  town.  A few  find  employment  about  the  large  cattle  Mart, 
whilst  a few  are  engaged  in  agriculture,  and  in  coal  mines,  quarries 
and  steelworks  outside  the  district. 


STATISTICS. 

The  Tables  of  vital  statistics  are  set  out  below  showing  birtli 
rates,  death  rates  and  rates  for  maternal  and  infantile  mortality. 

Crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  corrected  by  means  of  an  Area 
Comparability  Factor  supplied  each  year  by  the  Registrar  General. 
They  allow  for  varying  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population 
in  different  areas  and  enable  compai’isons  to  be  made  with  figures 
for  other  areas. 

This  year  the  factor  for  births  is  0.99  and  for  deaths  1.05. 

The  total  of  live  births  was  115.  This  is  the  highest  birth  rate 
in  the  district  since  the  beginning  of  the  century,  and  gives  a birth 
rate  of  19.5  per  thousand  of  the  population  (19.3  corrected)  com- 
pared with  103  (rate  18.4,  18.2  corrected)  in  1961.  Four  of  the  births 
were  illegitimate. 

There  were  no  still  births  during  the  year,  and  no  deaths 
amongst  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  was  74,  giving  a death  rate  of 
12.6  (13.2  corrected)  per  thousand  of  population  compared  with 
10.8  for  1961. 


There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year,  nor  any  deaths 
from  tuberculosis. 

Cancer  deaths  at  9 remained  at  much  the  same  level,  only  one 
being  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  and  none  due  to  leukaemia. 

One  cancel'  death,  of  the  supra-renals  was  in  a boy  of  live  years 
of  age.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  in  1962 
was  15  . Excluding  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  the  number 
was  12. 

There^  were  no  notifications  of  deatlas  from  Diphtheria,  Polio- 
Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

There  were  5 notifications  of  Dysentery.  This  is  a welcome 
decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Dysentery  compared  with 
previous  years. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  but  5 new  Pulmonary 
cases  were  notified. 

One  case  of  food  jioisoning  was  investigated.  This  was  a girl 
or  sixteen  living  with  lier  grandmother  in  the  town,  but  whose 


parents  lived  in  another  district.  The  illness  ^vas  caused  by  a 
salmonella  organism  and  on  investigation  the  family  in  the  nearby 
district  was  found  to  be  positive  as  well.  The  source,  which  it  is 
agreed  must  have  been  in  the  other  district,  was  never  discovered 
and  all  recovci-ed  after  treatment,  with  no  further  cases  arising.

Tlierewere  live  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notilied  during 
the  year,  all  females,  four  of  whom  were  teenagers.  The  only 
adult  was  a waitress  and  it  is  not  unusual  to  find  tuberculosis  in 
the  hotel  trade. 

Two  of  the  teenagers  worked  as  hair  dressers  and  the  obvious 
thing  here  is  the  coming  into  contact  of  the  young  person  with  so 
many  people  of  varying  ages,  especially  elderly  women  with  what 
they  call  bronchitis. 

One  of  these  girls  had  left  school  before  the  advent  of  the 
B.C.G.  vaccination  programme,  but  the  other  had  refused  it  when 
offered. 

Of  the  other  two,  one  aged  thirteen  was  not  old  enough  to  come 
into  the  scheme  which  is  for  the  jirotection  of  the  school  leaver. 
The  other  one  however,  did  have  a Mantoux  skin  test  and  was  found 
to  be  a positive  reactor  and  of  course,  was  referred  to  the  chest 
centre  where  active  disease  was  discovered. 

These  four  cases  in  one  year  aptly  illustrate  the  value  of 
vaccinating  the  school  leaver  against  tuberculosis.  This  is  especi- 
ally true  of  those  entering  trades  where  working  conditions  are  not 
always  conducive  to  the  maintenance  of  good  health  and  where 
they  meet  constantly  man  ymembers  of  the  public,  several  of  whom 
no  doubt  have  chronic  tuberculosis  which  is  unrecognised  and 
untreated. 

The  family  of  the  adult  were  four  in  number  and  all  were 
infected.  The  youngest  gild  of  five  had  a “cold  abcess’’  presenting 
at  the  chest  wall  which  necessitated  long  Aveeks  of  treatment  in 
hospital.

DIPHTHERIA. 

The  figures  in  the  table  show  tlie  luunber  of  diphtiieria  iiiiniuuis- 
ations  performed  during  the  year,  both  primary  courses  and 
booster  doses. 

In  all,  72  children  completed  a primary  course  and  32  had 
booster  doses. 

The  number  of  children  adequately  i)rotected  against  this 
disease  (i.e.  have  had  a primary  course  or  been  boosted  in  the  last 
■)  years)  is  now  1,738. 

The  majority  of  these  pj  imary  injections  also  include  immunis- 
ation against  whooping  cough  in  the  pre-five  year  olds,  and  against 
tetanus  at  all  ages. 


POLIOMYELITIS. 

The  figures  show  those  having  had  2 injections  of  Salk  vaccine, 
those  having  completed  a course  of  three,  and  a selected  age  group 
of  all  school  children  thought  to  be  at  special  risk  between  the  ages 
of  6 and  12  years. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  all  booster  doses  of  previous 
Salk  courses  and  all  new  primary  courses  are  with  the  oral  Sabin 
vaccine. 

This  means  that  the  pre-school  and  school  popidation  is  about 
protected  and  the  figure  for  adults  u])  to  40  years  of  age  is 
alujut  35%. 


B.C.G.  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Mantoux  skin  testing  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  continued  in 
1062,  the  age  group  being  those  boim  in  1948. 

The  table  gives  detailed  figures. 

Of  204  consents  (84%  consent  rate)  all  but  9 were  tested  and  30 
05.5%)  were  found  to  be  positive  reactors.  The  remaining  161 
negative  reactors  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccination.  This  figure  of 
15.5%  for  positive  reactors  shows  a welcome  decrease  and  more  in 
keeping  with  the  average  for  the  county  as  a whole.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fifth  Annual  Report  to 
the  Council,  for  the  year  1962. 

Time  does  not  permit  a lengthy  or  greatly  detailed  account  of  the 
activities  of  the  j^ear  but  much  important  work  has  been  done  in  the 
spheres  of  housing,  street  lighting  and  road  works,  apart  from 
normal  day  to  day  matters. 

Finally  I express  my  appreciation  of  the  ready  co-operation  and 
encouragement  given  to  me  at  all  times  by  Dr.  Patterson,  the  Clerk 
and  his  Staff,  and  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  my  part-time 
clerical  assistant,  Mrs.  K.  Nairn,  and  the  Works  Foreman,  Mr.  C. 
Wilson.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  method  of  obtaining  water  by  bulk  supply  from  the  trunk 
main  from  Crummock  continued  as  before,  the  water  undertaking 
being  the  property  of  the  West  Cumberland  Water  Board.  The 
total  amount  abstracted  during  the  year  into  the  Moor  reservoir 
was  103,511,000  gallons,  equivalent  to  an  average  daily  consump- 
tion per  head  of  48  gallons.  This  figure  includes  trade  supplies 
which  account  for  approximately  10%  of  the  consumption.  Treat- 
ment of  the  lake  water  continued  as  set  out  in  the  1955  report.  The 
Water  Board  continued  sampling  for  bacteriological  analysis  and 
received  consistently  good  reports  from  the  Cumberland  Patho- 
logical Laboratory.  The  amount  supplied  to  the  high  level  areas 
of  the  town  via  the  Sunscales  reservoir  averaged  106,074  gallons 
l)ei'  day,  which  was  37%  of  the  total  consumption. 

Only  5 properties  in  the  area  have  private  water  supplies. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  sewage  disposal  works  continued  to  function  satisfactorily 
Rebuilding  and  redraining  of  the  sludge  drying  beds  is  being 
carried  out. 

With  the  exception  of  41  houses,  which  have  private  sewage 
disposal  works,  all  properties  in  the  district  are  connected  to  public 
sewers. 


REFUSE  REMOVAL 

There  is  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  in  all  parts  of  the  town. 
Trade  refuse  is  also  collected.  Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  the  Lorton  Road  refuse  tip  where,  desiaite  a shortage  of 
covering  materials  at  times,  the  refuse  has  been  mostly  kept 
covered.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 


The  firm  of  fellmongers  continued  to  trade  in  the  Urban  area. 
The  premises  were  found  to  be  clean  and  well  maintained  during 
each  of  the  7 inspections  made. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

372  visits  were  made  and  78  premises  were  treated  for  rats  and 
mice  infestations.  20  of  the  properties  were  business  premises.  The 
techniques  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  were 
adopted  and  the  poisons  employed  were  zinc  phosphide  and 
Warfarin.

HOUSING. 


36  Houses  were  completed  at  Pinfold  Close  during  the  year 
by  the  Council  and  12  were  erected  by  private  owners.  The  build- 
ing of  24  flats  at  Challoner  Street  was  commenced  bj’  the  Council. 

During  the  past  18  years  41.5  Council  and  228  private  houses 
have  been  built  in  the  district. 

A great  deal  of  work  was  done  to  further  slum  clearance  and 
representations  of  unfitness  were  made  in  regard  to  25  houses  in 
Sullart  Street,  resulting  in  3 Clearance  Areas  being  declared  in 
respect  of  which  3 Clearance  Orders  were  made. 


In  addition,  a further  5 representations  were  made  in  respect 
of  individual  unfit  houses,  resulting  in  the  Council  deciding  to 
make  2 Closing  Orders.  The  owner  of  the  three  remaining  houses 
gave  an  undertaking  to  submit  plans  for  improving  the  property. 

16  houses  in  Clearance  Areas,  3 in  the  Challoner  Street  re- 
development area  and  1 house  subject  to  a Closing  Order  were 
demolished  during  the  year.  2 back-to-back  houses  wei'e  converted 
into  one  through  house,
